They
bave no beda mo clothiog, not an ounce of food, no
cookivg utersils, no implements of husandry, no cat-
tle, sheep, nor Roats, uo Tu'es, camels, horess, sead,
wheat, barley, nor lestilos; nothiog stored for Winter
a2 urual, and nothing to look to bul foreign chasity,
und then, in addidon to this, woo is to eare fur theas
thousdnds of widows and orphuns and fumiliesof which
there is no male survivor ' Wa are now distribating
duily to pearly 10 000 of the most needy refugees about
os. I give my whole time to the werk, and Dr. Thom-
gon ana Dr, Van Wycek are busy in the hospital depart-
went. We hive some hired ageats to mesist in the
work, and two of tue native Protstants, Boutus Bis-
tnnI and M. Araman, give a good share of their time
to distributing to the peedy. Mr. Ford re nroed to
Sidon on Thureday, the 23d inst., and will no donbt
have & large business 12 do in lovkiog after the satfers
ing refugees who are now being hruurﬂ:l in thoussnde
from the vicin'y of Rashei:uw and Husbeiya.

Tharedsy wflernoon s wan osme to the jail in this
city, and frqoired for the Sheriff, a d on being told
thet he was confined to hie bed (ou m count of his
late accident,) be went away, but retnried sgain be-
fore dark, and firding Drpuiy Sheriff Millar, he told
him that be waa churged with tha commission of
murder pome #ix years ugo in Virginis, and that since
then he bud been a wauderer and dseired to deliver
himeelf np, and to have notics of his detentioa for-
warded to the officers of the law in Virginia. Afier
bavivg his interview with the Bheriff his raqnest wsa
complied with, avd the Sheriff wrote yesterdiy to
Virgivia, notifying the proper officers. He came into
town witha small Red River cart, drawn by & yoke
of srwell stecrs, which, together wi h his gun, he de-
#ired the Sher ff' to sell to the beat advantags, that he
might huve the prosseds h:‘v his bonrd, in onse he
wis not #ent for, and for his dufense i oase be shonld
be tried in Virgivia for the offeuse wledged to
have been committed.

By the favor of the Sheriff, we had an intarview
wilh the prisoner srdny. He ie about five foat
elght inchies in bight, weigos about 140 pourds, dar
ssllow eomplexion, black eyes and bluck whiskers an
wossobe, srd is dressed like a lomberman, He said
biz nome wes Sumusl Stanler, and thut he is ehlrgd
with murdermg s Mr, Peyton, in Cable Coanty, Va.
Il tacitly confessed the homicide, in atating that 1t was
¢insed by bis bhaving discoversd Peyton ia oriminal
eonpection with his wife, and by saying that ha did vot
thirk bis punishment wonld exceed & tarm in the
Penitertiary. He stated that he bad worked on the
Black srd "Chippews Rivers in Wiscon:in, and had
been in Minnesota three yeurs, althongh he was a na-
tive of Ohio, and had & residence thers when the mor-
der tock place. He had worked in Lower Sauk Rapids,
h;l the HRed River, at Pembiza, and in many other
plices, r

Withont manifesting mneh contrition for the erime,
or fear of punishment, be imagined, wheraver he lived,
that everybody looked npon bim as & murderer. The
elements even whispered in his ears, when he had
ahardoned the society of men and lived alons in the
depthe of the forest. Conpequently he han had no

abiding pluce for six vears, but has rowned tarongh the
conptry from Texas to Mivnesotn, saflering, as hesays,
“ more than a hundred deaths,” At lst, Iimoll. worn
out, he came to the conclusion to deliver himself up,
that after the sentence of the law bad been execu'ed,
be might aguin live among bis friends, or make a home
where be wonld be undistarbed by it terrora,

The tale of s wanderings ia etrange aund interesting
—#0 stracge that it occurred to us his mind was not
sonnd, but we conld detect no evidence of mental abers
rotion, s1 d no hivg in his condact that could not ba re-
conciled, in view of the a=ful erime he had committed.

NEW-YORK STATE FAIR.

From Our Own Reporter.
Eimina, N. Y., Taesday Evening, Oot. 2, 1860,

The wenther to-day bus been so favorable, com-
pared with the continuous drizzling, cold rain all day
on Monday, that all parties connected with or ia-
terosted i the State Fair are quite buoysot with hops,
The rain yesteraay kept back a great miny persons
who had entered their stock and otber thinga for exhi-
bition, delayed the work of arrangement, and threw
it upon to-day.

The floral and fruit hall appeared the most back-
wird of any part of the exhibition this moruing, aod
would hardly have been roady to-day bat foc the highly
praiseworthy condact of tome of the women of El-
wira, who, in epite of rain and mud, and the chilly,
fireless rorm Ihtzhnd to work in, tarned out early,
axd worked all day npon the decoratious of tha hal', 8y
that, with u faw hours of finishing strokes this mora-
inq it was made ready for the froit and lowsrs whish
will undoubted'y buret upon the view of visitors in
great sp'endor to-morrow mornivg. So far, the froil
ehow ia Tkndid.

The rein greatly delayed the arrangement of sgri-
cultural implesenta and machinery; coneequenly,
that depurtme ot has bren o bogy ons oday, It will
be a grand festure of the exhibition to-morrow.

The show of dniry prodocta ard sesds, 1 fear, will
not be what it bonld be, even for the single County
of Chezung, aithongh the nomber of enwies on the
bocks indicate anabuudanca. The vidtors who will
come in to-morrow morning will probably brieg in
mwsny things, avd thare may be many more entries, 14
the books rerwain open tift 11 o'clock Tuesday. The
count which [ made—something over 1 %00 eotries—
1 took frem the books atd o'clovk, and 1 know many
weore wado after that.

The eontrast between this Falr and the first one held
by the New York Stwte Agricultural Socioty, which
wis ub Syracuse in 1841, is worthy of par foulir no ise,
That wes in an open common, without stulls for eattls,
or buildings for sma'l grticles, and withoat much ordsr
or good resalte, except as it plantad the seed which bis
produeed the preseut growth, aud given to ths State
indesd to the whele couutry, an impstas in u.:riunltu*ui
improvement that can bardly be measured in our ordi-
niry method of caloulativ g dollare and centa.

Little, almost no preparation or expenie Was given
to the sccommodation of the ey exhihition, aud some
of the structi es of later years have Leea deficient in
wany particn'sra, Now as I have hofors ntated, the
secommodations are of the very best order, and nearly
gll thinge in readiness to reesive the articles bafore
they begin to come in. The Secretary, Col. Johnson,
snd the Geveral Superintendent John Harrold, cannot
be ppcken of in terms of too high commendation for
what they have done to make everythiog eomfortahle
and plestant to exhibitors, und plensant and instcuctive
to visitors.

In regurd to catlle stab es, all other pociet'es mnr
learn some ueefnl lessona from this exhivition All
the peat cattle are shown broadsida to the visitor, with
{te pide npon which they are nsed to being approuch-d
in front, und they are covered with o @wd roof, and
sheltered upon one side by a close-boarded feace
fore the auimals came in, all the stables were nicsly
littered with straw, and good hay placed ready in the
feed-boxes.

The horses were provided in the enms manner, and
ars 80 comfortable that there bas baen 4 most persistant
